A young designer redefines affordable housing. By Will Holloway 


єс о build a fine traditional house isn't that much more of an 
effort than to make a mess of it,” writes architect Léon 
Krier in the preface to Get Your House Right: Architectural 
Elements to Use & Avoid, designer Marianne Cusato's forth- 


coming guide to creating a well- 
designed building. “It requires, more than anything, 
aesthetic sense, knowledge, judgment, and a passion 
for joining materials into meaningful forms that bring 
true and daily enjoyment to those who look at them, 
use them, and live in them.” 

Terms like “aesthetic sense,” “knowledge,” “judg- 
ment” and “passion” seem particularly appropriate 
attached to an undertaking of Cusato’s. Get Your 
House Right, written along with designer Ben Pen- 
treath and with contributions from Krier, architect 
Richard Sammons and H.R.H. The Prince of Wales, 
is the product of Cusato’s lifelong interest in archi- 
tecture, her Classical education and 10 years of prac- 
tice — from Grenfell Architecture and Fairfax & 
Sammons to her current capacity as principal of 
Marianne Cusato Associates and Cusato Cottages, 
LLC, in New York City. Cusato also has another book 
on the horizon; The Value of Design, in association 
with James Hardie Building Products, will examine 
the economic and quality-of-life impacts of well- 
designed streetscapes. 

But it has been through the Katrina Cottage that 
Cusato, now 33, has risen to architectural promi- 
nence. The award-winning designs were developed 
by Cusato and a handful of architects and designers in 
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In October 2005, Marianne Cusato was 
among the group of architects and 
designers who convened at the 
Mississippi Renewal Forum, where the

design would become the prototype for 
the program, and the Katrina Cottage 544 
(top) would soon follow.

the wake of Hurricane Katrina as an alternative to the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) trailer. More than anything, the Katrina Cot- 
tage has proven that, in the era of the frivolous McMansion at the end of 
the cul-de-sac, the architectural profession can produce well-thought-out, 


affordable, safe, functional and aesthetically pleasing 
housing for those who need it most. 


Education & Training 

Marianne Cusato was born and raised in Anchorage, 
AK. She went to architecture school at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame, where she received the Classical 
education that formed the foundation of her work. 
Lessons on the Vitruvian triad of firmness, commod- 
ity and delight, for instance, to which she thought 
“what am I meant do with this?” at the time, became 
“incredibly applicable and useful” in informing the 
Katrina Cottage designs. 

“The classes that challenged me the most were the 
ones that I learned the most from,” says Cusato. “[Pro- 
fessor] Duncan Stroik’s second-year studio was a big 
influence — I think I learned more from that course 
than any other, just because it was so rigorous and he 
wouldn’t settle for anything but the best we could do, 
and exposed us to so much in the process.” 

After graduating in 1997, Cusato moved to Char- 
lotte, NC, to work for Grenfell Architecture. She 
notes that this was a pivotal time for her because the 
“light bulb went on” with the opportunity to apply 
pedagogical theory to real-world projects, which in- 
cluded both high-end residences and New Urbanist

developments. ^We worked at the scale of the city, but also designed cus- 
tom millwork,” says Cusato. “I really enjoyed not focusing on a single 
aspect of design — being able to use the exact same principles from day to 
day while shifting the focus between projects of varied scales." 

Working on New Urbanist developments such as I’On in Mt. Pleasant, 
SC, and Mt. Laurel in Birmingham, AL, Cusato routinely collaborated with 
the Charlotte office of Duany Plater-Zyberk & Company. This enabled 
Cusato to work closely with DPZ principal Andrés Duany, who would 
eventually play a major role in her career. 

In 1999, Cusato moved to New York City and joined the office of Fairfax 
& Sammons. “I wanted to experience the city, so I looked into all of the firms 
there and Fairfax & Sammons was my first choice because of the high-style 
projects they were doing,” she says. "I've always known that urbanism is 
where my heart is, but the high-end work was important for me to inform 
the work that I eventually wanted to do. I felt it was crucial to be able to 
work with big budgets and without limits in terms of design, then take those 
lessons and apply them to projects where there isn't as much budget. 

"Working for Fairfax & Sammons was an amazing experience, but to 
have my own take on all of that and apply it back into affordable and more 
modest market-rate housing was always the goal. What I realized was that

I was getting an ulcer over things like bathrooms and closets, so I figured 
if I was going to get an ulcer, I at least wanted to do something that more 
than 10 people would ever see — that I should put my ulcer to good work." 


Pre-Katrina 
Get Your House Right began with a pile of sketches that Leon Krier sent to 
Andrés Duany, saying, "Wouldn't it be funny if we cataloged all of the bad 
things that happen?" During a charrette, Duany handed them to Cusato 
and asked her to draw up a bunch of mistakes and send them to Krier — 
and one thing led to the next. It was also the type of guide Cusato had 
looked for when she first started out at Grenfell Architecture and could 
not find. “1 kept looking for the book that was going to show me how to 
do everything," she says. “How do you size a cornice? How deep does ап 
eave return go? What are the rules of thumb for all of these things?" 
The premise was to compare and contrast common mistakes with good 
designs to educate the eye to see the difference and therefore not make 
the same mistakes. 

“ knew it needed to be done, because I needed it and I also saw that 
developers needed it,” says Cusato. "In all of these new developments, the 
master plan is beautiful, but when it comes up out of the ground, the first

Cusato's forthcoming Get Your House Right includes easy-to-understand tips for creating well-designed buildings. 
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"The process shows a little bit of a failure of the architectural profes- 
sion, because they looked for the best-of-the-best, and they got the award- 
winning best-of-the best,” says Cusato. "The results of that were repellant 
to the people of the state. The fascinating thing is that there is a lot of 
Modern architecture that is celebrated up in Alaska, but when it came to 
the capitol, it really freaked them out." 


The Katrina Cottage 

katrina cotto Cusato's career path took a sudden turn in the fall of 2005 when Duany 
sent an email to the architects and designers who would be convening at 
the Mississippi Renewal Forum requesting they come with drawings of 
alternatives to the FEMA trailer. It was an opportunity for Cusato to 
combine what she had learned at Notre Dame, Grenfell Architecture and 
Fairfax & Sammons with her passion for affordable housing. “From the 
moment I read that e-mail, I just knew, I thought ‘this is it!’ she says. “I’ve 
always thought that there is no reason why the affordable housing that is 
out there is so awful — there's no reason that it has to be that way. It's just 
because the same design energy that is being put into million dollar homes 
hasn't been put into affordable housing." 

Because she had been traveling a lot, Cusato didn't have time to come 
up with any plans; she showed up in Biloxi empty-handed. “I was a little 
upset at myself for not having any designs,” she says. “And then on the first 
day, while we were sitting there listening to the governor, Ben [Pentreath] 
sketched опе up, and I thought to myself, ‘What am I doing? If Ben can 
do it, so can 1.” Cusato's initial sketch looked very much like the 308- 
sq.ft. design that would become the archetype of the Katrina Cottage 
program — the design that would go on to win the 2006 People's Design 
Award from the Cooper-Hewitt National Design Museum; the design 
that would in part lead to Congress appropriating $400-million for devel- 
oping alternatives to the FEMA trailer; the design that would lead to a 
number of Katrina Cottages being available as material packages from the 
home improvement store Lowe's; and the design that would lead to 
Cusato being named the fourth most influential person in the building 
industry by Builder magazine in 2006. 

"FEMA trailers are between 200 and 400 sq.ft." says Cusato, “so I 
designed it to be 300 sq.ft. just to prove that size has nothing to do with 
it — you can still have something that looks nice, still feels nice and lives 
nice. In addition, it needed to be affordable and safe and it needed to be 
able to be built quickly.

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points out that the design process is similar because 
both are based on the same principles of traditional 
architecture. "The difficult thing about a building like 
this is not putting too much into it,” she says. "It is 


a big building. A small building and a big building 


should just be what they are. You have to design the 
building that you are designing — don't apologize for 
it. It's a big building, so I said, “ОКау, I'm going to 
make a big statement." 

Tucked into the urbanism of the development, 
the asymmetrical structure terminates vistas in a 
few directions — one corner leads to the downtown 
area and another leads to a pedestrian walk to a park. 
At the rear, a U-shaped courtyard overlooks a vine- 
yard. Cusato has also designed a townhouse block in 
the development. 

From large-scale New Urbanist projects to the 
Katrina Cottage and Get Your House Right and The

and New Orleans. “We’re doing larger houses that are three bedroom/ 
three bath that are really no longer for emergency housing, but the transi- 
tion," says Cusato. "There is a program where people can live in them for 
two years and then rent to own, or they can transition and someone else 
can move into them." 

In this sense, the Katrina Cottage seeks to strike a balance between short- 
term and long-term housing needs. The first priority was immediate, emer- 
gency need, but Cusato envisions the cottages as assets that people will want 
to maintain over time. As viable long-term housing options, Cusato sees a 
parallel between the cottages and the "not so big" movement championed 
by Sarah Susanka. Cusato points out that the average family size is getting 
smaller while the houses are getting bigger — that only 25 percent of hous- 
es are occupied by parents with two children. "The largest demographic is 
the baby boomers,” she says, “There are 78 million of them that will be 65 
in the next 10 years. They are now looking more towards smaller houses 
that are easier to maintain. They want to travel more and don't need these 
giant houses. So there is a huge demand for smaller houses in connected 
neighborhoods where people can walk to meet their daily needs." 


Post-Katrina 

On the opposite end of the spectrum from the Katrina Cottage, Cusato 
recently designed a 100,000-sq.ft. retirement residence for Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, a DPZ-master-planned New Urbanist development in Ontario, 
Canada. While it would seem that such a large structure would demand a 
completely different mindset from the diminutive Katrina Cottage, Cusato 


Value of Design, Cusato says she has been fortunate to 
have "a layering of practice and theory" in her career. 
In both books, she uses an illustration entitled ^What 
You Need to Think About." It shows a spectrum 
with “the world” on one end and “the details" on the 
other; in between are "the town," "the lot," "the 
house" and “а window." The point is that everything 
needs to be considered. 

Increasingly, environmental concerns are taking precedence. "The next 
10 to 15 years are going to be interesting," says Cusato. "Ideas like the 
Katrina Cottage and traditional urbanism are going to become more main- 
stream as we continue to look at all of these environmental issues. When 
we look at the global implications of the fact that the average American 
spends hours in a car every that, the issue is not the car, the issue is the 
roads the cars drive on to meet the daily needs of the people.” 

“All of the solutions that we're given for environmental issues are puni- 
tive,” she continues. “Drive less, carpool, give up this — we have to save the 
world by making our lives worse. But the solutions can actually be eco- 
nomically beneficial and enhance our quality of life. They don’t have to be 
punitive. They can actually be the complete opposite — you can get 
more, but it takes building connected communities of mixed use. That’s 
not New Urbanism, that’s just good building and good practice. 

“All of these market trends are shifting towards smaller houses, like 
the Katrina Cottage, built in mixed-use communities like the towns that 
Andrés designs. Sometimes the term ‘New Urbanism’ instantly comes 
with baggage. People have their opinions of whether it is good or it is 
bad, but that is just not the point. The point is that we all want to live in 
a nice place. We want our homes to be valuable in terms of financial in- 
vestment, and also in terms of the value to our quality of life and to the 
environment as a whole. It is our choice how we build our homes and 
communities. This is not about labels. This is about striving to build 
great places.” ш

History on a Budget 


Traditional design is changing the face of affordable housing. By Eve M. Kahn 


IA awards juries typically lean 
Modernist, promoting a narrow 
and purportedly progressive stylis- 
tic palette for clients rich and poor. 
The latter, however, have made terrible 
patrons of Modernism for decades, and in fact 
have often ended up Modernism's victims. 
The poor, as architecture critic David Dillon 
recently noted in The Dallas Morning News, 
"don't want to be part of some architectural 
experiment in which theory trumps living." 

AIA juries, at last, are starting to recognize 
the virtues of non-Modernist alternatives for 
affordable housing. Of the 19 awards that the 
institute gave this spring in its annual Housing 
Awards competition, fully a quarter have tra- 
ditional architecture that blends into existing 
streetscapes. They also foster connections to 
street grids, go easy on ecosystems and are 
easier to maintain than anything avant-garde. 

The 2007 jury did not specifically, or at 
least not consciously, discuss style. “Talking 
about style for the sake of style is old hat,” said 
juror LaVerne A. Williams of Environment 
Associates Architects & Consultants 
Houston, TX. “We looked for projects that 
don’t warehouse people — that create commu- 
nities and quality of life while being green.” 
Juror Lisa Stacholy of LKS Architects, Inc., in 
Dunwoody, GA, said that the jurors “set aside 
personal stylistic preferences,” but she added 
that “maybe traditional architecture has been 
around for a long time because it works.” The 
prizewinning submissions, she said, “are won- 
derfully homey, they felt like home. They 
totally flipped my conception of what afford- 
able housing looks like.” The projects had 
impressive quantities of recycled and recycla- 
ble components and resource-saving technol- 
ogy, and the traditional forms varied even 
within a single site: “There were no cookie- 
cutter formulas plunked down, everything 
was so well thought out.” 

The battle for affordable traditionalism has 
not quite been won. In New Orleans, LA, 
for instance, well-meaning deconstructivist- 
leaning architects keep proposing jauntily 
angled roofs and skewed porch posts for post- 
Katrina recovery zones. But, meanwhile, these 
five AIA Housing Awards winners, represent- 
ing hundreds of acres of quiet and deferent 
buildings, are quickly filling up. Middle-class 
homeowners like the diverse communities and 
low-income renters are grateful to finally live 
somewhere that doesn’t draw attention to 
itself. Here’s how the architects have helped 
rebuild communities on constrained budgets, 
while even saving some salmon streams:

Antoine said he was slightly surprised to 
receive an AIA award for such low-key interventions: “You don’t usually 
see these kinds of ‘non-object’ buildings recognized. But the residents have 
been thrilled to live somewhere that’s not immediately identifiable as pub- 
lic housing and to live somewhere with a sense of place. And because the 
impact of the project is spread out, it sets the stage for more redevelop- 
ment nearby. The rising tide can raise all ships.”

made possible through the city’s Innovative Housing Demonstration 
Projects Ordinance). Chapin’s plan called for 16 cottage-like houses of 
800 to 1,500 sq.ft. apiece with a shared garden and preserved stands of 
old hemlocks, cedars and firs. Residents cross the garden to reach their 
garages and have a chance to greet neighbors en route. “It’s about people, 
community and place,” explains Chapin. “We wanted to emulate the 
lower-scale, fine-grained architecture in the older parts of town.” Porches 
are large enough to serve as extra living rooms, and the exterior palette 
is lively. “There are subdued greens and yellows, some rich barn red and 
one house in Scandinavian yellow,” says Chapin. Danielson Grove sold out 
quickly, and a resale recently fetched 20 percent above the original pur- 
chase price. The gabled community center is regularly booked for meet- 
ings, potlucks, movie nights and teenagers’ exam cramming sessions. 
Below the building lies a 30,000-gal. rainwater retention tank, which 
protects a nearby salmon stream. 


DURING WORLD WAR II, THE U.S. GOVERN- 
ment filled a Seattle, WA, hillside with 716 prefab 
houses for shipyard and aircraft-plant workers. 
After the war, the local housing authority took over 
the 120-acre site, named High Point for its views of 
downtown. “The housing authority tried valiantly to 
maintain and patch up these houses that were not 
designed to last and never had amenities like lawns 
or even parking spaces,” explains William H. Kreager, 
principal at Mithun. “They were getting moldy, leaky and unsafe.” The firm 
has spent seven years so far transforming High Point into a sustainable, 
sought-after neighborhood. Mithun’s mixture of cottages and semi- 
attached houses (half rented to low-income households, half rented or 
sold at market rates) can accommodate 4,000 people, double the original 
capacity. Sixty houses are reserved for asthma sufferers; the finishes are

low-VOC and the plentiful supply of fans and air fil- 
ters includes HEPA filters for vacuums. 

Most of the pre-Mithun tenants have returned. 
"They've shown great loyalty to the location and their 
neighbors and friends,” says Kreager. Dozens of recent- 
ly arrived ethnic groups, including Cambodians, 
Vietnamese, Somalis and Ethiopians, coexist at High 
Point. “During the planning phase,” says Kreager, “I 
wondered, ‘do they want to live in old-fashioned 
American architecture?’ But it turns out that an American-looking home is 
what they want most of all.” Their gardens are already abounding with 
exotic produce, and the grounds are also lush thanks to vest-pocket parks 
and narrow, slanted streets that send rainwater into bio-swales disguised as 
roadside planting beds. High Point contains, and vigilantly protects, 20 
percent of the uplands watershed of a salmon creek.

A s soon as this eagerly awaited book arrived, I opened it to a ran- 


dom page and started reading sonorous passages aloud to my mys- 

tified husband and mortified daughter. “Mouldings should run 
with the grain, for if cut across the grain, weakness ensues,” I intoned. 
When my family still looked blank, I tried this aphorism: “Nothing so 
tends to stale the effect of mouldings as to have their sections struck with 
compasses, the universal adoption of sections of arcs of circles.” My audi- 
ence at last humorlessly begged me to stop. 

So then I thought about bringing the book over to my neighbors, who 
had, thanks to a minimalist architect’s advice, banned moldings during 
their apartment renovation and then watched haplessly as the trimless 
doorways’ plasterwork chipped and spalled. But I thought better before 
gloating over such a costly, regretted rejection of a seemingly frivolous, 
highly serviceable form of ornament. 

Misguided minimalism wasn’t the main threat to moldings when archi- 
tect C. Howard Walker (1857-1936) published the original, now ex- 
tremely rare 1926 edition of this handbook. Instead Walker was battling 
against uninformed, overblown historicism. “At the present day, there is a 
plethora of precedent often unintelligently used,” he wrote. He also 
scolded, “There is no more common fault in designing mouldings than 
that of making them excessive in quantity and scale.” 

Walker, a Bostonian who taught for decades at the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, was best known for designing libraries and monuments 
(including bases of Daniel Chester French statues) and for supervising 
design of the 1904 World’s Fair in St. Louis, MO. His 1936 eulogists de- 
scribed him as a staunch traditionalist, “vigorous, caustic, and fearless in 
denouncing sham.” He occasionally dabbled in automobile design, “in the 
infancy of the industry, a task where skill in combining curved surfaces is 
paramount, and his knowledge of architectural mouldings must certainly 
have contributed to his success,” New York City-based architect Richard 
Sammons observes in this edition’s foreword. 

Walker advised Theory of Mouldings readers to include only essential 
curves. Restraint “is a prime virtue,” he wrote. He carefully explained the 
ancient, utilitarian underpinnings of each molding component and cousin. 
Column flutes echo the ridges of reeds bundled to form Egyptian columns, 
chamfers on columns help reduce the number of sharp edges prone to in- 
jury, crown molds evolved from half-logs that channeled water off fagades 
and modillions and mutules are the progeny of beam and rafter tips. Walker 
then laid out guidelines for combining standard molding types into tasteful 
new inventions. First, a designer should decide whether the desired over- 
all look is delicate (which calls for concave moldings) or robust and sturdy

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(requiring convex shapes). But always mix the two types a little, to prevent 
boredom, he wrote: "A dominant type should be used. As a foil to this dom- 
inant, in less quantity or size, should be introduced the contrasting type." 

The book contains hundreds of profiles of suggested, imaginary moldings 
or built, historical examples scattered across Europe (mainly Greek, Roman 
and Gothic). Amid this varied sampling, he pointed out his own favorites: 
"Greek mouldings are the most subtle in line and shadow, the most finely 
cut and the most carefully studied." He advised against reviving a few other 
countries’ and eras’ products: "Spanish mouldings are redundant,” while 
some 1 5th-century French and German Gothic sections have “only an intri- 
cacy which piques curiosity,” and as for trim by Serlio and Borromini, “all 
logical derivation was ignored, and personal aberrations were rife.” 

This book belongs in the library of any practicing architect who regu- 
larly draws from tradition, and especially those who teach. Building-parts 
manufacturers should keep it on their office shelves, too — after all, as mill- 
work expert Brent Hull pointed out in the July 2007 issue of Period Homes, 
“Running a well-designed molding costs no more than running a cheap 
molding.” I’m not sure, however, that everyone who needs Walker’s advice 
will buy this edition. I wish W.W. Norton & Company — which published 
the book as part of The Institute of Classical Architecture & Classical Ameri- 
ca’s (ICA&CA) Classical America Series, a 30-year effort that has brought 
forth two-dozen volumes so far, half of them reprints — had invested a lit- 
tle more in production. 

Recent photographs of surviving moldings that Walker describes would 
not have been hard to find in stock archives. And 
ICA&CA members would likely have gladly 
supplied images and even specs from their own 
portfolios, demonstrating how contemporary 
architects and designers conceive and realize 
historically appropriate, aesthetically delightful, 
sensible moldings. (In the foreword, Sammons 
included some drawings and photographs of his 
firm’s recent projects, but the reproductions 
are tiny and grainy and the captions not very 
enlightening in terms of his thought processes 
and materials choices.) ICA&CA members also 
no doubt could have sent in some cautionary 
snapshots of bad moldings that they have spot- 
ted on spec houses nationwide. 

Even in this volume’s somewhat limited 
current format, I can nonetheless see it in- 
spiring better shapes in the field. Architects 
and woodworkers can feed Walker’s outlines 
into CAD and teachers can work his quotes 
and sketches into PowerPoint. Clever, erudite 
building-parts salespeople could even incor- 
porate Walker into their pitches. What up- 
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wardly mobile client could resist lines like, 
“Simplicity should not deteriorate into mo- 
notony” or “Mouldings are honorable things 
[that] are not to be treated casually”? ш

Architecture of Leisure 


Houses of the Hamptons, 1880-1930

he South Fork landmass of New York's Long Island is home 

to the Hamptons, an area encompassing the townships of 

East Hampton and Southampton, which themselves con- 
tain the four Hamptons: the villages of Westhampton Beach, East 
Hampton, Bridgehampton and Southampton. Today, the region is 
synonymous with the uppermost of the upper crust; it is the 
American Riviera, studded with spectacular estates throughout its 
roughly 500 sq.mi. Fittingly, one of the toniest publishers devot- 
ed to architectural studies, Acanthus Press, has just released an 
inspired addition to its Architecture of Leisure series: Houses of the 
Hamptons, 1880-1930, by Gary Lawrence and Anne Surchin, two 
practicing architects who are also knowledgeable and articulate 
architectural historians. Their study is a massive, oversized, richly 
illustrated tome that would put most coffee tables to shame. It is 
also a breakthrough piece of historical research that sheds much- 
needed light on a facet of Americana that long ago achieved leg- 
endary status. 

Of course, prior to the year 1640, this stretch of Long Island 
was the exclusive home territory of the Shinnecock Indians, the 
region's native population since ancient times. In that fateful year, 
however, Puritan emigrants from England settled in the area, and 
with the assistance of the Shinnecock, developed a fishing and 
agrarian community they called Southampton. More Puritans ar- 
rived just a few years later and established the nearby settlement of 
East Hampton, and by the 18th century, whaling and cattle- -raising 
had joined farming and fishing as staples of the local economy. Still, 
Southampton and its suburbs remained little more than modest 
names on the map of Long Island well into the 19th century. But 
in 1872, the expansion of New York's Long Island Railroad line 
brought a new variety of settlers to the region: summer visitors 
escaping the stifling heat of New York City for the cooler temper- 
atures and beautiful terrain of this waterfront area. The well-to-do did 
well by deciding to build their summer homes in the now easily accessible 
Hamptons, launching a trend that survived not only the glory j years of 
America's *Gilded Age," but also the Depression of the 1930s and all 
other setbacks and hurdles that have encumbered material development 
in the United States ever since. 

Houses of the Hamptons, however, is not really a history of the region per 
se; although Lawrence and Surchin do provide a thoughtful introduction 


The summer residence Onadune, designed by local architect John Custis 
Lawrence and built in 1903, *has always been recognized as one of the grandes 
dames among East Hampton's cottages,” according to authors Gary Lawrence 
and Anne Surchin. *Despite its 33 rooms and 13 bedrooms, the interior does, 
in fact, have a modest quality?

which eschews the grandiosity of so many center stair halls in other residences 
of the Hamptons. Only some simple sconces and a few discreet pieces of ele- 
gant furniture are needed to punctuate the subdued interior. The wainscoting, 
built-up moldings and coffered ceiling seen here are design themes that run 
throughout the house.

that places the Hamptons within its historical context, the book is organ- 
ized basically as a series of close-up examinations of more than 30 estates. 
Handsome photographs, both exterior and interior, define each survey, 
and are accompanied by a fascinating account of each structure’s origin and 
design. Some of the master architects of the Gilded Age were hired to 
design the sumptuous summer residences of the Hamptons' elite citizen- 
ry, including John Russell Pope, Cross & Cross and F. Burrall Hoffman. 
Perhaps the house that is most prized today is The Dolphins, one of the 
few residences designed by McKim, Mead & White that still stands. 

Built in 1885, The Dolphins is among the earliest summer cottages to 
grace Southampton. Of course, for the region's wealthy during the late- 
19th century, the term "cottage" tended to imply a little bit more than it 
suggests to most people today, and this three-story Shingle Style estate 
represented a sophisticated opulence that proved irresistible to the area's 
residents who came after it; as Lawrence and Surchin note, The Dolphins 
"helped inspire the trend toward sprawling seaside villas, rambling Shingle- 
style houses and 50-room cottages of every conceivable style." 

"Every conceivable style" is certainly right. Sometimes it seems as 
though the authors haven't examined a single geographical region at all, 
but rather have undertaken an abbreviated history of Western architec- 
ture, as they share with readers a spectrum of so-called cottages with 
design inspirations that range from the Dutch Colonial, Georgian Revival 
and Italian villa to English Arts and Crafts, Art Deco and even Inter- 
national Style Modernism. 

Houses of the Hamptons is replete with both historic and present-day 
photographs, and when seen side by side they indicate just how little life 
has changed in the enclaves of the wealthy over the past hundred years or 
so. Although the authors usually take care in their captions to distinguish 
contemporary pictures from images that were taken long ago, a distinctly 
hermetic and frozen quality nevertheless attends a great many of these res- 
idences — a sensation that is only accentuated by the regrettable fact that 
less than 10 percent of the book's hundreds of photographs are in color. As 
a result, it's often hard to feel much of a sense of life in these homes, either 
in the past or today. Still, any enthusiast of America's grand architecture 
and interior design of the last century will regard Houses of the Hamptons as 
a treasure trove of rare and fascinating information. How fortunate read- 
ers are to have such a splendid opportunity to examine these extraordi- 
nary homes up close — with no danger that the present-day owners will 
release their guard dogs to chase them away. Ш

alifornia's first generation of major architectural 

patrons, the Arts and Crafts lovers of the 1910s, 

favored unpainted native woods and hillside-hugging 
rooflines.

(and including a few examples of recent construction and works 
in progress). In a few hundred words per project, he summarizes 
the original clients’ intents, the houses’ fates over the decades 
and the current owners’ expansions and furnishings. The existing 
buildings were mostly designed by little-known practitioners with 
low Google ratings, such as Lester С. Scherer, John P. Pederson 
and Soule, Hastings & Murphy. But the landscape-architect con- 
tingent includes the likes of the Olmsteds and Lockwood de 
Forest and the modern-day designers who have renovated the 
properties are luminaries like John Saladino, Sydney Baumgart- 
ner and Stefanos Polyzoides. (Appleton has apparently, gracious- 
ly, not included any of his own prolific firm's work.) 

The sheer breadth of square footage of the selected projects 
is impressive. Appleton shows two cottages tucked into urban 
settings, balancing the book's preponderance of hilltop mansions. 
His stylistic tastes span from demure and mainstream — vaulted 
living rooms with beige armchairs beside glossy black grand 
pianos — to ebullient and eccentric: 12th-century French marble 
blocks salvaged for a corridor portal and ziggurat-pattern Art 
Deco tiles adapted as chair rails. The stranger the house's décor, 
the more likely the place is used as a house museum, in tribute 
to some past owner's colorful life. No less than four of Apple- 
ton's subjects are open to the public, including a tile-making

doorways and an oil tycoon's mansion where stained-glass scenes 
depict oil derricks. 

Appleton's descriptions of such attractions have a few frus- 
trating pockets of shelter-magazine-ese: *The couple have fash- 
ioned a romantic French Eden" where "everything is comfortable 
and inviting," he writes about a Montecito manor. Also, the text 
is sometimes uncoordinated with the images; you may long to 
see rooms and details that are mentioned but aren't shown, such 
as an outdoor fireplace fashioned from pottery shards leftover 
after a Los Angeles earthquake and a 1935 library salvaged from 
a Paul Muni movie set. 

But overall this book provides a rare combination of mouth- 
watering photographs, swipe-worthy design ideas and honest 
aesthetic evaluation. There are plenty of books out there about 
California residential architecture, though regrettably few about 
tradition-inspired buildings, and still fewer of those written by 
architects. Who else but a practitioner like Marc Appleton, sen- 
sitized to history and versed in its many potential reinterpreta- 
tions, could tour a 1925 Andalusian farmhouse in Montecito, 
spot garden features based on Alhambra precedents and notice 
how the room axes cross neatly but each facade is different, cre-

Textiles and Trade 


Textiles in America 1650-1870

ost of us only joke about reading a dictionary from front to back. 

I have, however, come across a few people who claim that they 

read the last page of a novel before beginning the book, in order 
to convince themselves that it has a satisfactory ending. Only after making 
such an assessment do they take the time to enjoy the story. When I opened 
Florence Montgomery’s Textiles in America 1650-1870, reissued this year 
Бу W.W. Norton & Company, І skipped through the beautiful images and 
essays and headed straight for the bibliography and dictionary. While I can- 
not add reading this lexicon in one sitting to my list of accomplishments, 
the definitions and illustrations are so fascinating that each time I open it to 
look up a term, I find myself poring over the nearby entries. 

Montgomery’s insights make the book a wonderful introduction to 
interior and textile history, as well as a detailed guide for those interest- 
ed in further research on the topics she covers. First published in 1984, 
Textiles in America is best known as a reference for antiquated textile ter- 
minology. The essays that compose the first third of the book, however, 
explore thoughts on practical and aesthetic matters relating to home eco- 
nomics. The illustrations are delightful and well chosen, and the essays 
provide insight for those interested in reconstructing period rooms. It is 
equally valuable for homeowners and decorators who endeavor to incor- 
porate historical approaches in authentic, yet inventive, ways. 

Though Montgomery makes excellent use of images throughout the 
book, in the first essay, “Furnishing Practices in England and America,” she 
warns, “Visual sources are inadequate to inform us completely concerning 
the use of rooms in the larger houses of the sixteenth, seventeenth, and 
eighteenth centuries, and to some degree even the nineteenth century.” 
Later in the same essay, regarding ongoing research in historic homes, she 
warns, “In America furnishing plans of some of the older restorations have 
recently been the object of intense scrutiny... .It is clear that furnishing 
old houses is a far more complex matter than it was once thought to be. 
Generalizations about household furnishings remain difficult whether dis- 
cussing the twentieth century or the seventeenth century.” Images and 
documentation are essential to the other essays, which discuss bed hang- 
ings, window curtains, upholstery and considerations for period rooms. 

The dictionary and the essays that compose Textiles in America prove fas- 
cinating to a reader simply interested in the evolution of the English lan- 
guage. There are dozens of archaic words sprinkled throughout the essays 
that lead one straight to the dictionary. In her discussion of appropriate fab-

selections including, clockwise from top left, “a plush made of mohair ‘for 


gentlemen’s wear,” silk velvet, flowered satin for evening wear and brocade. 


rics for particular uses, Montgomery writes: “Worsted materials, known 
in the eighteenth century by such names as embossed camlet, cheney, harateen, 
moreen, and grogrinett were widely used not only for bed curtains but also 
for upholstery.” That’s one sentence and five definitions to look up. In flip- 
ping back to the dictionary, I discovered that embossed camlet “is a pattern 
impressed on wool cloth with rollers, designed to imitate expensive woven 
damasks,” whereas cheney is defined as “a worsted furnishing material... 
related to harateen and moreen...” Additionally, from a note that accompa- 
nies figure D-29, “Worsteds with this finish were known as harateen and 
moreen, and possibly as china or cheney in the eighteenth century.” Out of 
context these definitions seem convoluted, but Montgomery’s documenta- 
tion, photographs of fabrics and references allow readers to sort through 
them to attain a clear understanding of historical terms and applications in 
America as well as the countries from whence the colonists came. 

In addition to providing context for the dissemination of European 
trends and the contributions of uniquely American approaches that were 
part of the larger story of the United States economic and social devel- 
opment in the 18th and 19th centuries, Textiles in America also sheds light on 
the early trade relationships that allowed the colonies to eventually assert 
independence and come into their own. As Charles G. Koch observes in 
his recently published The Science of Success (John Wiley & Sons, Inc., 
2007), “Rarely has a great civilization developed in isolation. How con- 
ducive a country’s geography and politics have been to trade has tended 
to determine its cultural and economic development. Countries that have 
had the greatest exposure to and use of goods, knowledge, methods, and 
innovations from all over the world have progressed the earliest and the 
most.” Textiles in America’s extensive quotes from advertisements, guides 
for “Household Economy,” and extracts from letters and journals provide 
the reader with notions of how textiles and trade defined home and fash- 
ion in the developing United States. Combined with the visual resources 
and Montgomery’s insights, the dictionary and the essays that compose this 
book make it an excellent addition to one’s reading and reference list. ш

Wherefore the mere practical architect is not able to assign sufficient reasons for the 
forms he adopts; and the theoretic architect also fails, grasping the shadow instead 
of the substance. He who is theoretic as well as practical, is therefore doubly armed; 
able not only to prove the propriety of his design, but equally so to carry it into 
execution. — Marcus Vitruvius Pollio

n light of three quarters of a century of institutionalized Modernist 
architectural education, the current renewal of interest in and appre- 
ciation of traditional and Classically informed architecture and 
urbanism should give us pause in how we educate our future archi- 
tects and designers. There is a growing consensus among the general pub- 
lic and architects alike that traditional models and typologies can and 
should be utilized by today's architects to make our buildings and cities 
livable and humane once again. There is also an increasing belief that the 
divide between academic theory and practice should now be revisited and 
perhaps reconnected by reconsidering historically proven methods of 
teaching Classical architecture. 

In the June 1984 issue of Architectural Record, John Hartray, a Chicago, 
IL-based architect, wrote, “[...] I also think that perhaps some of the time 
spent in school on design is being spent in a context that's very unre- 
alistic, in that the richness of the real design process grows out of the 
constraints of the site, the budget, the program, the fact that the owner 
is changing his mind all of the time.” The following year, also in Architectural 
Record, Thomas Fowler IV, then president of the Student Chapters/AIA, 
added, "there must be a point where we start learning how to be better 
professionals." Twenty years later, the issue of separation between theory 
and practice, especially in Classical architecture training, remains an 
unresolved issue for educators and practitioners alike. 

The École des Beaux Arts and the atelier system, utilized in various 
guises in art and architectural education since the mid-17th century, 
could be useful models in developing new and contemporary pedagogies 
that re-utilize the 2,600-year body of Classical architecture knowledge 
that was largely lost during the 20th century. As Vitruvius rightly postu- 
lated, theory and practice should be addressed together and equally in 
order to produce the best architecture. Theory and practice are co- 
dependent and inseparable. The sum of the two linked together is greater 
than their parts.

The École model addressed this by utilizing the atelier system, where- 
by students worked in offices under the tutelage of a patron in an atelier 
(usually drafting) while simultaneously attending the École (studying a 
coherent theory of Classical design in an academic setting, perhaps under 
the same patron). The atelier method of fine art and architecture instruc- 
tion was modeled after the art studios of the 15th to 19th centuries in 
Europe. Atelier translates in English as “workshop,” where working and 
learning occur simultaneously. 

The Boston Architectural College (BAC) in Boston, MA, when making 
the difficult transition from the predominant Beaux Arts tradition in the 
mid-1930s to the increasingly prevalent Modernist education system, and 
unlike most university-level programs of the time, kept the form of the 
atelier teaching method. Even today, students attend academic classes and 
studios at the school parttime in the evenings, while being required (and 
receiving credit) to work in architectural offices either part-time or full- 
time during the weekdays. The faculty is comprised of area practitioners, 
further linking practice and theory within the academic setting. While pri- 
marily a Modernist school, there has been increasing support at the BAC 
for the development of historic preservation and traditional residential 
design coursework, creating a healthy hegemony of divergent design 
philosophies within the school. 

Wentworth Institute of Technology, also in Boston, utilizes the co-op 
system of combining theory and practice, with knowledge gained in 
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academia and skills learned in architectural office environments reinforc- 
ing each other. The University of Miami School of Architecture in Miami, 
FL, offers courses in architecture and traditional town planning with 
input from visiting faculty and other experts such as developers, market- 
ing experts and bankers. Currently, only two American universities offer 
formal full-time Classical architecture training: The University of Notre 
Dame (undergraduate, graduate and postgraduate levels), and most 
recently, Georgia Institute of Technology, with its new one-year post- 
graduate masters program in conjunction with The Institute of Classical 
Architecture and Classical America in New York (ICA&CA). As addition- 
al Classical architecture programs continue to develop at other schools, 
the atelier method of teaching can be incorporated into those programs 
to better link theory and practice, as it was historically done. 

More typical today, however, is the intentional separation and distinc- 
tion between theory (school) and practice (real world). Prior to the 
advent of Modernism in the early-20th century, most American schools of 
architecture in the late-19th century utilized the Ecole as the ideal model 
of architectural training that combined the two approaches to teaching. 
Most major architectural schools in the early-20th century had at least 
one professor who was trained at the Ecole, thereby providing a continu- 
al thread of academic philosophy linked to the most prestigious architec- 
tural school in the world. The Beaux Arts philosophy of designing (and 
adapting) decorative arts and architecture was based on sound Classical 
principles (canons) and what has worked well in the past. Although early 
Modernists had utilized similar principles of the Beaux Arts education, 
such as understanding the importance of context, function and structur- 
al rationality, their interpretation of these principles was quite different. 
While the Beaux Arts system was based on a coherent and systematic the- 
ory of Classical design, where, as with Vitruvius, theory described prac- 
tice, early (and later) Modernist schools generally operated against the 
background of social, economic and technological ideologies. In this case 
theory precedes, or at least tries to predict, practice. 

The hierarchical focus on Beaux Arts studio instruction developed 
design skills in a linear fashion; that is, students advanced through the 
academy as they proved their mastery of various skills, starting with 
drawing. This terminated after three years of intensive study in a grand 
annual competition for the Grand Prix de Rome, a full scholarship for 
a year of study in Rome. The focus was on learning Classical architec- 
ture from the original models of ancient 
Greece and Rome, and adapting Classical 
canons developed by Vitruvius, Alberti and 
other theoreticians to contemporary architec- 
ture and city-making. 

Perhaps the profession could be better 
served if a more conscious effort was devel- 
oped by both educators and practitioners to 
integrate more real-world examples into stu- 
dios, to borrow from the atelier model. Some of the studios I attended 
at both the Harvard Graduate School of Design and at the Notre Dame 
School of Architecture (both postgraduate studies) had real projects 
with real clients, and were probably the most productive learning 
experiences for me and my fellow students. In addition, students can 
benefit in their studios by spending even some minimal time in offices 
while attending school, so they gain a better understanding of how 
buildings actually get built; conversely, offices can benefit by encour- 
aging their junior (and senior) architects to continue to participate in 
academic settings, to sit on juries and to participate in developing cur- 
ricula and teaching studios on an adjunct basis that utilize real-world 
projects and constraints. 

Teaching Classical architecture is a complex undertaking (as is learn- 
ing it); developing and expanding additional opportunities for traditional 
architectural education by utilizing and adapting historical teaching mod- 
els to re-link theory and practice per Vitruvius’ sound advice сап go a long 
way to contributing to and spreading the base knowledge of Classical 
architecture in the real world. m
